DENVER, Oct. 11 (U.Rl— President Eisenhower in- the lonffcst busincus session ninee he 
Huffcred a heart attack today collaborated with Secretary of State John Foster Duties in 
drnftinR an interim reply to the disnrmamcnt proposals of Soviet Prime Minister Nikolai 
Buigjinin. The letter, drafted in a 2i3-minutc conference in Mr. Eisenhower's eighth floor 
hospital suite, will be sent to Butgnnin tomorrow or Thursday and released for publication 
once the American jtovernmcnt knows the Soviet leader has received it. 

Dulles oriffinally was scheduled to spend only IB minutes with the President, but with 
t he appr oval of doctors, he remained in Mr. Eisenhower's room for 25 minutes. After the

From there on he "knocked over a theater 
In Astoria, Ore., where he served, a year In 
the penitentiary: served two and a half years 
In Ban Quentln for a hold-up In Los Angeles, 
and finally was committed to Blackf oot, state 
mental hospital, as criminally Insane In 1942.
